hcrau^c he knew that Ihnus- 
ands of people loved to watch 
him play. Stories are told of 
Ihe limes he played with brok- 
en fingers without his coaches 
knowing, and of the game he 
played in with a temperature of 
103 drRrcr>. It was inrldrnis 
like these uliith riimbined with 
his fiRliliiiK spirit that made 
Lou Gehrig Ihc great hero thai 
he yv»s.

THE TRAGEDY 
Then followed his simple, shy 
courtship and marriage to Eleanor 
TwitchcII, their hapiiy, S-'iy married 
life and Lou's growing fame, all so 
beautiful until that fateful day 
when Lou discovered a pain in his 
thoulder. The doctors soon diag- 
nosed it as a rare cnie of paralysis, 
and gave him two years to live. 
What cniild liave been more tragic 
than to icc a career and a life like 
thii end .•■n .-ibruptly? As time went 
on. his wife Eleanor tried to make 
Lou forget that the end was draw- 
ing near, and even pretended that 
she did not know of his lllncis. The 
climax of Gehrig's career as a ba-e- 
ball idol was tlic day when before 
a crowd of G2.000 fans who had 
gathered at Yankee Stadium to 
honour him, Lou Gchris made a 
speech which brought tears to the 
eyes of thousands, and concluded 
with thc;c words. 'Some pciplc 
Fay V\r iK.d a tough break, but to- 
day I a.ni the hai>[)iesl man on the 
face of the earth." It was with 
those words that he left the field.

J. P. Moffat, 
U.S. Minister, 
Dies in Ottawa 

Received McGill 
Degree at Last 
Spring Convocation 

The scvenih Uniieci Sl.ilcs 
minister to Canacl.-i. the Hon. 
.lay Picrrcponi Moffat, dicfl in 
Ottawa , on Sunday murning at 
flic Icfiation rcsiflcnt'c. Mr. .Mof- 
latV ficalli rcMiltcd iVoin an op- 
eration wiiicli lie iiad tiiidciRonc 
tliico weeks !igo. and iroin wiiidi 
lie wa.« tiioiighl to have com- 
pletely ircovricd. Hp had been 
iiiiiii.-lcr tn Canada .=iiice .lunc 
I'i. 10-10. 

Prior to his Canadian appoint- 
ment. Mr. Moffat was chief of the 
European division of the U,S. State 
Department. Since 1917 he has held 
diplomatie pi>s'..' in The Hague, 
Warsaw, Tokyo and Constantinople, 
and hiid been stationed in Berne 
.«^crving on United Statcts mlfsions. 
He accompanied Under-Secretary of 
State Sumner Welles on his much- 
publicized trip throughout Europe 
early in the war. 

Received Honorary Degree. 

•Mr. Moffat will be most remem- 
bered by .McGill ùtudcnls for his 
addrcs.s at Convocation last .May, 
when he w.is awarded the honorary 
degree of LL.D. He was one of a 
group of four prominent men to 
receive degree.; tlic other three 
were the Hon. C. G. Power. W, M. 
Dirk5, a:.(l Dr. A. H. Gordon. Mr. 
.MoffaiV addrcsi was commented on 
by some of Ihc graduating class as 
one that they would long remem- 
ber. He was a graduate of Groton 
School and of Harvard University. 
Cla^s of ID17. 

•Mi;-, Moffat, whu survives her 
huibaiid. is the daughter of Joseph 
Grew, the former United States 
Ambassador to Japan. A tribute 
was paid to Mr. Moffat's service 
here by Prime Minister Macken- 
zie King, who described him ai "a 
diplomat uho had earned tlic con- 
fidence and affection of the gov- 
ernment .md people of Canada," 
and who said, "His death if a grevi- 
ous loss to his own country and to 
our country as wcli.'' ,

Colleges Lose 
5% of Instructors 

Several Methods 
Used to Combat 
Teacher Shortage 

Washington, (O.W.I. Releasei— A 
new survey made public by the 
Office of Education shows that 8,- 
000 college and university teachers 
— S per cent, of the total— dropped 
from faculty rolls between the 
fall of 1941 and the beginning of 
the 1D42 school year. 

The decrease in men teachers 
amounted to 7.5 per cent, while 1.3 
per cent, more women took tinivcr- 
sily teaching Jobs. The armed 
forces, and government and war 
industry Jobs absorbed most of the 
8,000. the Office of Education re- 
ports. 

Data collected from about half of 
the institutions of higher learning 
in the country show that publicly- 
controlled institutions have been 
hardest hit by the teacher short- 
age. For example, public-control- 
led junior colleges have lost over 
17 per cent, of llicir m;ilc ICiichcrs. 

Instructors who have remained 
at their posts arc working longer 
hours as a result of this shortage, 
the survey discloses. Also many 
colleges reported that certain 
fConiinued on Page Four;

In view of the fact (hat the report which appeared on page 
four of yesterday's Issue of the McGILL DAILY dncs not accurate- 
ly summarize Ihe dlscuMlon at the meeting which was held last 
Friday morning, I should like to point out the following facts: ' 

In the .specific ra.«ic of' students registered In the Arts Division 
nf the Faculty of Arts and Science who have not yet attained Ihc 
age of nineteen, and are In good academic standing, it is highly 
desirable llial they should finlsli the job on which they are at 
present engaged, by remaining at the University for Ihc balance of 
the present session. Next summer each nf Ihcm can review the 
situation In the light of developments at that time, and I shall be 
very glad to discuss the matter persomtlly with them if I can be 
of any help. 

In the case of science students, recent Orders-in-CouneH 'have 
clearly expressed the wish of the Govcmmenl that for the present 
lession at least all such students In good academic standing should 
continue their work a( the University. 

In regard to the special problem of students who are already 
enrolled in Ihc C.O.T.C. or U.A.T.C., the University will do «11 
that It can to faciliUte their transfer at Ihe appropriate time to 
advanced training centres. In order that they may fully qualify 
Ihemsclvci for active service. 

Over and above the special cases referred to in tlie preceding 
paragraphs, Ihc discuMion at the meeting emphasized the fact that 
University students, since they are by their academic work quali- 
fying lhcm.<iclvfs tn makf çreater rontribulionj to Canada's to- 
morrow, arc required, like munition workers and members of Ihe 
armed forces, to maintain a high standard In all their activities. 
The resolution which was adopted by ihc University Senate la^t 
Wednesday provides for a report to the National Scleclive Service 
Registrar of the names of all students who, in the opinion of their 
instructors, do not have a reasonable prospect of completing Ihe 
academic work of this session without supplcmentals. Such in- 
dividuals can make a greater contribution to the war effort in 
some other field. Bui, broadly speaking, Ihe average male student 
in the Faculty of Arts and Science, who ha.'» not voluntarily taken 
special military training « illi the C.O.T.C. or the U.A.T.C. is likely 
to make his most effective conlrlbnilon by finishing satisfactorily 
the academic work of Ihe present session.

From last Friday lor the next 
fortnight .-ibout 15 oilpaintings 
are being exhibited in the 
R.V.C. Common Room by Fred- 
crick B. Taylor, Instructor in 
drawing and modelling at the 
McGill School of Architecture. 
Mr. Taylor was born in Ottawa, 
studied drawing and etching in 
England and on the European 
continent, and has been in 
Montreal since 1037. In recent 
times he has been concentrating 
mainly on painting the various 
phases of war industry. 

The subjects of the paintings 
are varied, and cover stich 
topics as applying the tracks 
to tanks, drilling in the armour- 
ed .steel nnso castinps for tanks, 
general views of tanks, shops 
showing hundreds ol men work- 
ing on tanks, scenes of assembly 
lines, plane production, and 
others. Some of these paintings 
were executed entirely in the 
various shops and factories 
which they depict, and others 
wore drawn in Mr. Taylor's 
studio from the pencil sketches 
which he made duiing his visits 
to these war plants. 

The fad that these paintings 
were actually made in essential

This consti 
tutés a substantial margin over other 
similar campaigns at universities across 
the Dominion. 

With this the War Council, heretofore 
engaged in a war effort jn a purely minor 
capacity, has started a series of sponsored 
campaigns, whose objects is to aid to the 
., .^utmost possible extent, organizations which 
firc-> deemed of sufficient importance and 
.whose need is deemed sufficiently great. 

However these campaigns cannot be 
the unqualified success that they ought to 
be without the whole-hearted support of 
the student body as a whole. True students 
'are very busy; they arc working under a 
, 'lien'ous tension not present in normal 
times, but fhat is no reason for neglecting 
their responsibilities, one of which is to 
help those in circumstances not as com 
■ fortablc as their own. They cannot claim 
to be too busy to donate books to the 
armed forces, nor can they claim to be too 
poor to contribute to the I.S.S. campaign 
- .which is (scheduled to start today. These 
and others to come are their responsibility, 
land they cannot honestly ignore them.

FACT: This story and many 
ethers concerning the Queen Mary, 
ranging all the way from mutiny 
aboard to the alleged sinking of the 
Queen Mary Itself, eirculatcd in the 
New England States months ago. 
They have all been exposed as un< 
truths by the Boston Rumor Clinic.

has sunk lower and lower. At 
first outside athletics were the 
hardest hit, then studcnU began to 
Jose interest in intcrmural sports. 
AlUiough such acUvities such as 
fencing, boxing and wrestling sUU 
had a large attendance, this did not 
explain the great departure of men 
from taking part in other branchci 
of sport. 

In the following year intramural 
compeUtibn. now intercompany, iUll 
continued to lose Its popularity at 
McClll, although this university be- 
gan to return to outside compcti* 
tion. This year, 1042-1043, was to be 
the return to the great days of old, 
\fiim McGiU hockey teams reigned 
8upreme\ and McGiU supporters 
turned out en masse for every, per- 
formance of the Red Raiders wheth- 
er it was on the gridiron, buket- 
ball court or ice. Tho first hockey 
game this season started out well, 
with a compulsory attendance of 
some 2,000 students out to cheer 
MtiGIU to victory. This looked like 
the real thing, a good team with 
plenty of supporters.

This turned out to be a lot of 

dishful thinking as the attendance 
at the next games dropped by a 
good 1,500 students or more. Intra- 
mural competition has been hit 
•ven harder, as men from different 
faculties were grouped together to 
form teams. This proved two of my 
contentions, both of Ihcm very im- 
portant to reviving some spirit back 
at McGill (where now the only 
show of any coUege spirit comes 
from the engineering building or 
the small group of well-organized 
commercemen).

The first reason for this lack of 

interest in sporU and for that mat- 



ter' anything. els« at McCUl, is the 
fact that military training takes up 
on an average of six or more hours 
a week. This could be remedied by 
a very simple expedient, that is, 
by organizing intramural sports 
once more on a faculty and school 
basis. Except for ; the first year 
companies, most of the men who 
were meant for "B" wing companies

From this downfall of sport 

among students themselves can be 
drawn the reason for a lack of in- 
terest among students concerning 
McGlU's outside compeUtion.

group of students but they have for- 
gotten that one or two litUc noUccs 
on how good compeUUve sport was 
for a man did not attract him to 
come out and participate in the 
sport.

college spirit was fostered in the 
old days and It will only be by 
some great sccUonal compcUUon, 
not amongst the different com- 
panies of the C.O.T.C. but among 
the different faculties and schools, 
will this spirit return and with it 
will come back to university stu- 
dents not only a greater interest in 
sport but also a greater Interest 
in the many other activities which 
college has to offer and which go 
so far to contribute to tho building 
of a healthier, more dynamic na- 
tion.

In passing— a few items of in- 
terest from the Montreal sports 
front. Yvon Robert ran second to 
best to Major Sabourln at the great 
Quinn's wrestling cxtraveganza in 
aid of the Dieppe victims. Between 
the two of them they were able to 
draw some $8,000 on a cold and 
windy night (after paying all ex- 
penses and .brother that ain't hay).

courses have been entirely discon 
tinued. One hundred and seventy 
two of the colleges surveyed re- 
ported that they arc retaining staff 
members beyond the usual retire- 
ment: agci or actually caUing re- 
led professors back Into the class 
rooms. 

. Other procedures for obtaining 
end keeping teachers reported by 
more than a hundred schools in 
elude: replacing men with women 
increasing salaries, obtafnlng draft 
deferment for men faculty mem' 
hcTs, and employing graduate stu 
dent assistants. 

The increased burden on their 
faeilities has caused some colleges 
to put a stop to independent re 
search— and other non-teaching ac' 
tivities— usually carried on by their 
teachers. 

A (ew colleges reported that they 
are employing part time instruciorsi 
increasing the size of classes, re 
dudng . academic qualifications for 
positions, transferring teachers to 
different departments, alternating 
and combining courses, securing 
professional men to teach single 
courses, and employing undergrad 
uates. 

Of all these methods of combat 
ing the teacher shortage, the Office 
of Education recommends most 
highly two of the least frequently 
liscd: transferring faculty members 
from surplus to shortage fields, and 
securing professional men to teach 
single courses. These procedures; 
Office of Educa'tlon officials point 
l^^are easiest on the remaining 
teachers, ,, and .result -;ln a alighter 
lowering 'of standàrdsliiian 'do some 
of the more frequently used meth 
ods.

Lecture I:

"Sure," went on the Sergeant, 
pleased with himself. "I Just found 
it out today— peacock-flesh is just 
like turkey, or better. The only 
trouble is, they're sacred birds." 

The' appetites of the men for 
turkey after the unsavoury tiu'A 
we'd been getting, proved, how- 
ever, to be quite unholy. As a re- 
sult, a foul plot was hatched. A 
Mohammedan buggy-driver was 
immediately engaged. The Mo.<s-
